Based on the latest figures, it 
amounts to no less than $487,000. 

Most parents of teen-age chil- 
! dren would be unable to state just 
how much their particular costs 
‘are in this direction. They have 
never figured them out.. 

A guide to what they amount to 
at each teen-age stage is contain- 
ed in. surveys and studies made 
by the U..S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, by the Bureau. of Labor 
Statistics and by U. S. News and 
World Report. : 

They show that the costs go up} 
rapidly as children get older. It 
jtakes twice as much, for example, 
to support a 15-year-old as it does 
an infant. - ' 

The Chamber of: Commeree re- 
ports that the consumption of 
food, milk, soft drinks, chewing 
gum and candy, increases until it 
reaches a peak in the late teens. 

As to clothing, ‘the pattern is 
similar except that the change is 
most marked when the child en- 
ters into his teens.
